naval appropriation bill and accompany- 
ing report filed today by Chairman Toss, 
of the house naval committee, ia one of 
unusual interest. TLo report dots not 
tako ai optimistic a view of our naval 
prowess aa is generally held- and Mr. 
Foss points out that comparatively few 
of our ships have any real fighting value, 
He accompanies this with, .a statement of 
Hie enormous naval armament and pro- 
grams of other countries, particularly 
Germany. 


.[t is shown by the report that the to- 


tul number of vessels of our navy, built 
and building, is 138, and .the total cost 
will be $235.082.208. '

-While we have built and are building, 


ull told, 13S ships, yet 
comparatively 


few of them have any real fighting val- 
ue. Our naval prowess lies almost en- 
tirely in our eighteen battleships', • eight 
armored cruisers, and twenty-one pro- 
tected cruisers.

GERMANY IN THE LEAD.

Early this morning the mystery was 


solved when the brother' at Burlington 
received a telegram from .Dubuque. Ja., 
that C. 'J, Worth, of Whe'atla'nd; Keno- 
ftlm county, had either shot himself or 
been shot' at that place. I There was no 
explanation and no one knows just what 
occurred, except that Mr. Worth was 
shot and is dead. How he came to be 
at Dubuqne is also a deep mystery for 
the reason that he was.. never in that 
uity and c-mid possibly have no business 
in that section of the country. 


Mr. Worth was born in Kenoslia coun- 


ty and his parents live at Bristol. Mrs. 
L. Mead of this city, is a sister of the 
dead man.

WASHINGTON, April 25.—Attorney 


General Knox has attacked the so-called 
beef ti-ust. He has ordered suits to bo 
•brought in the name of the United States 
against the packers who are said to be 
in a combination in violation of the Sher- 
man anti-trust law. 


After a conference with President 


•Eooscvelt yesterday, Attorney General 
Knox telegraphed United States District 
Attorney Bethca at Chicago to prepare 
a hill for injunction against such corpor- 
ations and persons as are charged with 
being members of the alleged unlawful 
combination and to file the suits in die 
United 
States circuit 
court for 
Hie 


northern district of Illinois. 


This action has been anticipated for 


tome time, M it has been known that 
under orders of President Roonevelt the 
attorney general instnicted various dis- 
trict attorneys and also special agents 
of the department to institute a search- 
ing investigation of the charges made in 
lie newspapers against beef packers and 
railroads, and it WHS well understood 
that ic sufficient evidence were found 
to wrrant prosecution suits would be 
promptly pressed. 


Having received reports from District 


Attorney Bethea and Special Agent Day 


At Chicago, the attorney general took 
the matter to the White House and re- 
pored te the president that in his judg- 
ment the 
evidence • warranted action. 


The order to prepare'bills-quickly fol- 
lowed.

' When the attorney .general entered 
the cabinet room at the "White House 
yesterday morning he told the president 
that be was satisfied the hour for action 
had arrived, and President Roosevelt ex- 
pressed his delight. From the first Mr. 
Roosevelt his taken the keenest interest 
in the charges which have 
been made 


against th so-called beef trust. It was 
at his instance that the investigation 
was ordered some three, weeks ago, and 
almost daily, since then the president has 
made inquiries as to the progress of t!ic- 
effort to seturc sufficient evidence upon 
which to move. 
. 


He has repeatedly said that if there 


was such a thing as a beef trust or any 
otrer combination working to put at un- 
necei'Jarily high prices the food products 
of the country he would see to it that 
the whole power of the government was 
brought into action against the offend- 
ers. 


But he has at the same time been ex- 


tremely anxious to make no mistakes 
and not.1 to be..misled by public claninr. 
Accordingly careful and painstaking in- 
vestigation 
was ordered 
at 
various 


points, including Chicago 
and Kansas 


City, 'and 
the president 
is naturally 


much pleased at the outcome. 


IS ONLY THE FIRST STEP. 


.He realizes that this' is only the first 


step, snd that to bring suit is one thing, 
while to secure 
conviction is anothir. 


But he feels great confidence in Attorney 
Geenral Knox's judgment and acumen 
and now has'strong hope that the action 
of the government anay bring good re- 
sults. 


The president entered upon this prus- 


ecution against the advice of one or two 
members of his cabinet. Secretary Wil- 
son of the agricultural department, for 
instance, has from the first assured the 
president that there is no trust and that 
the high price of meat products is due 
u-holly to drought, short corn crop, scare- 
ity 
of cattle, great demand for 
beef 


growing out of genera! prosperity and 
other conditions governed by the laws of 
supply and demand. 


Notwithstanding these assurances, the 


president insisted upon an investigation 
with a view to suits if sufficient cvi- 
dcncecould be found. 


At the conference this morning Attor- 


ney General Knox reviewed the efforts 
under his direction to obtain evidence 
and briefly outlined the nature of this 
evidence. 
The president was satisfied 


and authorized the attorney general to 
institute legal proceedings. The prcsi 
dent is reported to have said that even 
if the -proof now 'in hand wan not ab-ro- 
lutely conclusive, and even if there was 
a slight danger of failure to secure con- 
viction, he felt it was his duty to order 
the prosecutions. 


He realizes, it is said, that the ntwpls 


of the country are greatly iitirred up 
over the alleged combination to profit 
out of the necessities of the masses and 
that his administration would be sharply 
criticised' if a sincere effort were 
not 


made to correat any albuses which may 
exist.

To preserve the fresh color of vegeta- 


bles boil fast in plenty of water, with 
cover of kettle off.

Rub articles stained with eggs or 


from baking custards, etc., with salt. 
The brown stains at once 'come off. 


One of the best home-made ice creams 


is prepared by browning the sugar that 
is to be used in the custard or the plain 
cream, and freezing; when it is stiff, stir 
in a large cupful of stewed flgs cut into 
small pieces. 


See that all pieces of bread are care- 


fully saved and at least once.a week are 
carefully 
m:;dc into 
breadcrumbs or 


otherwise used. The most delicions pud- 
clings and hot oakes maybe made from 


rae pieces that are just .as apt as not 


to be thrown out 
if tho. careful house- 


keeper docs not look after such things. 


Orange and lemon po.e.l, especially the 


latter, are valuable for flavorings. Peel 
the fruit thinly, dry the parings slowly 
in tho oven, and store in a tin for future 
use. It will be found useful for cakes, 
puddings and other dishes and will save 
more expensive flavorings. 


Sultana Cake.'—Six ounces of butter, 


six ounces of sugar, four eggs, one-half 
pound flour, three-quarters of a pound 
of sultanas. Boat the batter to a cream 
add the sugar and beat for ten minutes 
longer, add two eggs and beat for a few 
minutes, then add the other two, mix in 
the flour and sultanas, stir gently. Pour 
into cake tins, lined with battered pa- 
per, and bake in a moderate oven for 
one and a half hours. 


Cream Tortlets.—Make paste with the 


white of one and yolks of three 
cgfrs, 


one ounce of butter, a pinch of salt, and 
flour sufficient, to make into a paste; 
work it lightly; roll out to the thick- 
ness of a quarter of an inch. line some 
.patty .pans with it, fill with uncooked 
rice and bake in a moderate oven until 
done: remove the rice and fill with jam 
or preserves, and at the top place a 
spoonful of whipped cream. 


Potato Chowder.—Pare and cut into 


dice 6 good-sized potatoes^ chop fine 1 
onion; put % of a pound of fat ham or 
salt pork through the chopper. 
Cook 


tho nienjt nnd onion slowly until the lat- 
ter begins to color. Turn in tho pota- 
toes, 1 tablespoon of chopped parsley, 
half a teaspoon of salt and % of a tea- 
spoon of white popper; mix, then add a 
pint and a half 
of boiling water and 


stow gently until the potatoes nrc al- 
most done. In the meantime make 
a 


sauce of a tablespoon each of butter nnd 
flour and 1 pint of-niilk. Pour this into 
the first .saucepan, add a littlo more salt 
if necessary, and simmer for five min- 
utes longer. 


Apple Foa,m—Apple foam makes a de- 


licious dessert. Stqw two 
quarts of 


parod. and 
quartoroil 
apples, strain 


through a colander, beat till light, add 
one-half cup of sugar and the .juice'of 
cno lemon. Beat the whites of three 
o.ggs till stiff, add to 
tho. appks 
and 


f.orvc with custard made with tho yolks 
of the eggs. For the custard take \% 
pints of milk, the yolis of three eggs, a 
ihakc of fait, six tablespoonfuls 
of su- 


gar, one leaspoonful of vanilla and one 
tablospoonful of cornstarch. Cook until 
it thickens enough to pour. This cus- 
tard ie to be poured around the apple 
after it is on individual dishes.

Members of the Racine Woman's club, 


tho most powerful and progressive or- 
ganization' in southern Wisconsin, have 
taken i.old of the garbage question and 
will do all in their power to influence 
the'city council to adopt a system that 
will be a credit to the Belle City and at 
the same time remove the danger of dis- 
ease from the conditions that now exist. 


It' is well known to the average resi- 


dent that there is no system in practice 
at present. Garbage ia dumped in back 
alleys, in ditches, bock/yards and a great 
deal in the streets, while the Jake shore 
is used as a regular dumping ground for 
decoyed vegetables and other stuff that 
when left to rot in the sun, cannot help 
but cnuse diptheria and fevers of ditfer- 
ent kinds. 


Recently the Roman's club decided to 


take this matter in hand and commenced 
the circulation of the following petition: 


Racine,'\Vis-, April 7, 1902. 


To His Honor, the .Mayor, and Common 


Council of the City of Rndnc: 
Gentlemen:—We, the undersigned, res- 


idents and taxpayers of the city of Ra- 
\cine moat respectfully urge Cbat your 
honorable'-body establish and maintain 
a system for the collection of garbage-in 
this city and that a suitable ordinance 
for that .purpose be passed at an early 
date.' '. , 


These ;p*titions have been and are .be- 


ing circulated by various members of 
the club, in a systematic manner. Hun- 
dreds'of,'names, embracing every profes- 
sion and avocation of life, have been 
signed and the ladies report that few, re- 
fusals have been met with. 


Attention of the board of health was 


called to the efforts of the ladies in this 
good and valuable work. 


Last night a meeting .of the board was' 


held at the police office with Drs. S. C. 
Buchan, F. J. Pope, W. S. Haven and 
Health Officer Pilster present, for the 
purpose of taking up the matter and 
other things. 


There was a general discussion and it 


was thfr unanimous opinion of the board 
and also Dr. Fitzgibbons, who was there, 
that-there should be a system for the 
collection o'f the garbage which is at 
present dumped in apy old place, cnda,n- 
"eriug the health of tho population and 
Diving the city 'an unhealthy and unsani- 
tary appearance.

means for the collection and disposal of 
the garbage at its earliest convenience.

The bills provide that all $1, $2 
and $5 bills, except national bank notes, 
shall have blank lines upon their faces, 
so that they may be converted at once 
into a check payable to a' named payee, 
to be cashed at the postoffice named, 
and. for the issuance of similar bills of 
the denominations 5, 10, 25 and 00 cents. 
A 2-ccnt stamp is affiixcd and canceled 
on the -dollar denomination and » 1- 
cent stamp on the fractional bills is a 
fee to the government.

We have learned how to -destroy ' -the 


soaib spores oji *eed potatoes (without in- 
.juring the seed in any way; T-f seed pota 
.toes, treated according to-ihcffolowtng 
fomula, are planted upon new^Iand', :or 
upon land that, Jias not produced' pota- 
toes for several years, and oh which only 
well composted manure is uaed,.t'hc crop 
should be practical!}' free from scab. 


The formula for 'the treatment is 


follows: 


Before cutting the seed potatoes, soak 


them for on houv and » half in » solu- 
tion made by adding one pound of for- 
maldehyde to thirty gallons of.water. 


Formaldehyde is a liquid that may be 


purchased at drug stores. It costs about 
50 cents per pound. It is not injuriou: 
to clothing or the 'hands, hence potatoe* 
soaked in it may be freely 
handled 


They should not however, be used 
for 


food or fed to stock. 


If the seed, potatoes are very dirty, it 


is best to wash them before treating to 
the formaldehyde solution. The same so- 
lution may be used over and over again, 
.but as it becomes dirty the; time-' of 
soaking should -be somewhat prolonged. 
If it becomes very dirty, it should be 
.thrown away.. Badly-scabbed -potatoes 
should be soaked one--hnlf longer than 
.the time named in the formuhi.---. 


. A limited quantity of seed -potatoes 
may be treated in an ordinary .barrel, 
placing the thirty gallons of -the solu- 
tion in this. A bushel or more-.of pota- 
toes may bo put duto a gunny sack and 
dropped into the solution. 'Farmers 
who plant large acreage of potatoes may 
do well to construct a wood vat holding 
100 gallons or more. A number of bush- 
els of seed potatoes .may he shoveled 
into #his at one time, and scooped out' 
with a slatted potato.scoop.

GERMANY NOW LEADS 


IN SHIPBUILDING 


$30,000,000 Recommended for New Boats 


Two of Which Shall Be the Heavl«at 


Armored and Carry th'e Sloit 


Powerful Ordnance Afl»mt, 


WASHINGTON, April 28.—The naval 


program for 1903, as presented in the 
naval appropriation bill and accompany- 
ing report filed today by Chairman Foas, 
of the house naval committee, is one of 
unusual interest. The report does not 
take as optimistic a view of our naval 
prowess as is generally held- and Mr. 
Foss po'ints out that comparatively few 
of our ships have any real fighting value. 
He accompanies this with,a statement of 
the enormous naval armament and pro- 
grams of other countries, particularly 
Germany. 


It is shown by the report that the to- 


tal number of vessels of oxir navy, built 
and building, is 138, and the total cost 
will be $235,082,208. 
. : 


The report adds: 
"While we have built and are building, 


ull told, 138 ships, yet 
comparatively 


few of them have any real fighting val- 
ue. Our naval prowess lies almost en- 
tirely in our eighteen battleships,-eight 
armored cruisers, and twenty-one pro- 
tt!cted cruisers. 
The rest of our ships 


would cut but little figure in actual war. 
Ships of the battle line practically alone 
determine the 'naval strength of a na- 
tion." 


GERMANY IN THE LEAD. 


Referring to the 
foreign 
naval pro- 


gram, the report says:v 


>;Of all the countries, 
Germany has 


been building during the last few years 
faster than any of the others. Her ship- 
building program startecT'in' rs'OS-avfd will 
be completed in 1008, possibly 1007 iri- 
stead of 1010 as first planned. 'PMs-pro^ 
gram will give her in all thirty-eight 
battleships, fourteen large, cruisers, thir- 
ty-eight smaller cruisers, and ninety-six 
torpedo boats. After the completion of 
this program the plan contemplates new 
constructions 
to 
replace ships which, 


though still serviceable, may have reach- 
ed the prescribed age limit." 


BIG WARSHIPS RECOMMENDED. 


. Concerning new ships for our navy the 
report says: 


"The committee recommend that for 


the purpose of further increasing the 
naval establishment of the U.nited States 
the president have constructed two first 
class battleships carrying the heaviest 
armor and most powerful ordnance for 
vessels of their class upon a trial dis- 
placement of about 10,000 tons, and to 
have the highest practicable speed and 
great radius of action and to cost, exclu- 
sive of armor and armament, not exceed- 
ing $4,21-2,000 each: two first class ar- 
mored cruisers of about 14,oOO tons trial 
displacement, to cost, exclusive of armor 
and armament, not exceeding $4,050,000 
each, and two gunboats of about 1,000 
tons trial displacement. 


DIFFERENCE IN COST. 


"In view of the fact that there is some 


public sentiment favorable to building 
ships in our government, navy yards, it 
has been deemed advisable by the com- 
mittee to insert a provision in the ap- 
propriation bill of this year, leaving it in 
the discretion of the secretary of the 
navy to build any or all ships in govern- 
ment yards but making it mandatory on 
him to construct at least one battleship 
or one armored 
cruiser in such navy 


yard as he may designate, as an experi- 
ment: and it is further provided that he 
shall keep an accurate account of all ex- 
penditures for labor and material in in- 
spection and construction of such ship 
r,nd report to congress at each session, 
«nd upon the completion of said ship he 
shall make a detailed report showing the 
relative cost of one built by the govern^ 
inent and one by contract. It is believ- 
ed by your 
committee that 
nothing 


short of an experiment of this kind will 
show whether private contractors .'nave 
been reasonable in their bids, and furth- 
ermore be amiss for the future guidance 
in the continued construction 
of 
our 


navy. An appropriation of $175,000 is 
recommended for each yard in which a 
ship is built. 


$30,000,000 FOR SIX SHIPS. 


"The complete cost of the two first 


class battleships, two first class armored 
cruisers, and two gunboats with total 
tonnage of 63,000 tons will approximate 
$29,500,000. These battleships and cruis- 
er* will he larger Hum any heretofore 
authorised by congress, and 
I he plans 


recommended by the board' of construe- 
tioii have already excited the favorable 
comment of the imval authorities tvbrmid. 
The committee i.s of tlit.- opinion ilml in 
recommending tho above naval-program 
it ia making a substantial and healthy 


increase of our navy, and.one which will 
meet everywhere with popular favor." 


MINOR PROVISION'S. 


Other interesting features of the bill 


are provisions for a board of n*val offi- 
cers to recommend a site for a- naval 
training station at some point on the 
great lakes; an increase of the enlisted 
force of the navy .by 3,000 men; provis- 
ions for a new navy ration as reported 
by a naval board; an\increase of the 
number of cadets at the naval academy 
"by 500.

The detailed statement shows that the 


appropriation 
bill carries 
$77,659,386, 


which is slightly below the appropriation 
made last year.

Julius Sterling Morton had been one 


of the foremost- Democrats of the- ration 
for nearly half a century. His first offi-' 
cial position' was. given him by President 
Buchanan in 1858, that':; of secretary of 
the territory of Nebraska. His. last of- 
fice was that of secretary of agriculture 
in the last administration of President 
Cleveland, from 1893 to 1897. 


He served in -the first legislature- of 


the state of Nebraska a*t«r-its admissibn 
and wiislthc candidate of flie "Democrat1" 
ie painty, founisliccessix^ time's -"for gb^ 
ernor of the state. He was also twice 
the Democratic candidate for congress; 
but ,that party being always in the min- 
ority, he was each time defeated. It 
was in 1858 \that President Buchanan ap- 
pointed Mr. Morton secretary Of th'e ter- 
ritory, and, the governor dying during 
the term, he became governor. 


Although little known in the east up 


to the time that Cleveland appointed 
him to the new department of agricul- 
ture,: ho ;at once took front rank; ambujr 
the -agriculturists of the country and be- 
carpe— fche-cxponent of many refornrs^in' 
farming -.that have served to revolution11" 
ize the industry.

Last Monday morning Mr. Wort!-, loft 


his home at Wheatlaml, telling his asso- 
ciates that he was going to- Chicago to 
buy goods and 
would 
be home 
that 


night, or possibly not until the following 
morning. He carried a large stim of 
money with him. 


Monday night he failed to come .-home 


and Tuesday he did not put!in an .ap- 
pearance. Wednesday -he. was , s'till ab- 
sent and there was some alarm. Rela- 
tives and business associates made in- 
quiries at Chicago and no trace of the 
missing man could be obtained. 


Yesterday the town of- Wheatland '.vas 


considerably stirred up on account of 
the mysterious absence of the popular 
merchant. There "was no reason in (he 
world why he should have gone away for 
good and his relatives feared foul play 
and put the Chicago police, on the case, 
'but 'they "were unable to.find any due 
'to Mr. Worth. 


Early this morning, the mystery \vas 


solved when the brother at Burlington 
received a telegram from .Dubuque, Ja., 
•that C. J. Worth,, of WJieatlanrl.' Keno- 
sha county, had cither gfhot himself or 
been shot at that place. :.There was no 
explanation and no one knows just what 
occurred, except that Mr. Worth waa 
shot and is dead. How he came to be 
at Dubuque is also a deep mystery for 
the reason that he was. never in that 
city and could possibly have no business 
in that section of the country. 


Mr. Worth was born in Kenosha coun- 


ty and his parents live at Bristol. Mrs 
L. Mead of this city, is a sister of Uie 
dead man.

WASHINGTON, April 25.—Attorney 


General Knox has attacked the so-called 
beef trust. He has ordered suits to be 
brought in the name of the United States 
against the packers who are said to be 
in a combination in violation of the Sher- 
man anti-trust law. 


After a conference with President 


Roosevelt yesterday, Attorney General 
Knox telegraphed United States District 
Attorney Bethea at Chicago to prepare 
a bill for injunction against such corpor- 
ations and persons as are charged with' 
being members of the alleged unlawful 
combination and to file the suits in the 
United 
States circuit court for 
Hie 


northern district of Illinois. 


This action has been anticipated for 


some time, a* it has been known that 
under orders of President Roosevelt the 
attorney general instructed various dis- 
trict attorneys and also special agents 
of the department to institute a search- 
ing investigation of the charges made in 
he newspapers against beef packers and 
railroads, and it was well understood 
that ic sufficient evidence were found 
to wrrant prosecution suits would be 
promptly pressed. 


Having received reports from District 


Attorney Bethea and Special Agent Day 
at Chicago, the attorney general took 
the matter to the White House and re- 
pored to the president that in his judg- 
ment the 
evidence " warranted action. 


The order to prepare'bills quickly fol- 
lowed. 
f 


' When the attorney .general entered 
the cabinet room at the White House 
yesterday morning he told the president 
that he was satisfied the hour for action 
had arrived, and President Roosevelt ex- 
pressed his delight. From the first Mr. 
Roosevelt has taken the keenest interest 
in the charges which have been made 
against th so-called beef trust. It was 
at his instance that the investigation 
was ordered some threa weeks ago, and 
almost .daily, since then the president has 
made inquiries as to the progress of l!;e 
effort to secure sufficient evidence upon 
which to move.' 
. ' 


He has repeatedly said that if there 


was such a thing as a beef trust or any 
otrer combination working to put at un- 
necessarily high prices the food products 
of the country he would see to it that 
the whole power of the government was 
brought into action against the ofTen'd- 
ers.

But he has at the same time been ex- 


tremely anxious to make no mistakes 
and not to be misled by public clamor. 
Accordingly careful and painstaking in- 
vestigation 
was ordered 
at 
various 


points, including Chicago and Kansas 
City, and 
the president 
is naturally 


much pleased at the outcome. 


IS ONLY THE FIRST STEP. 


.He realizes that this is only the first 


step, and that to bring suit is one thing, 
while to secure 
conviction is another. 


But he feels great confidence in Attorney 
Geenral Knox's judgment and acumen 
and now has strong hope that the action 
of the government may bring good re- 
sults. 


The president entered upon this pros- 


ecution against the advice of one or two 
members of his cabinet. Secretary Wil- 
son of the agricultural department, for 
instance, has from the first assured the 
president that there Is no trust and that 
the hi»h price of meat products is due 
wholly"to drought, short corn crop, scarc- 
ity 
of cattle, great demand 
for 
beef 


growing out of genera? prosperity and 
other conditions governed by the laws of : 
supply and demand. 


Notwithstanding these assurances, the 


president insisted upon an investigation 
with a view to suits if sufficient evi- 
deneecould be found. 


At the conference this morning Attor- 


ney General Knox reviewed the efforts 
under his direction to obtain evidence 
ami briefly outlined the nature of this 
evidence. 
The president was satisfied 


and authorized the attorney general to 
institute legal proceedings. The presi- 
dent is reported to have said that even 
if the proof now 'in hand was not abso- 
lutely conclusive, and even if there was 
a, slight danger of failure to secure con- 
viction, he felt it was his dutj to order 
the prosecutions. 


He realizes, it is said, that the people 


of the country are greatly -ntirred wp 
over the alleged combination to profit 
out of the necessities of the masses and 
that his administration would be sharply 
criticised if a sincere effort were 
not 


made to correat any abuses which may 
exist. 


While Attorney" General Knox refuses; 


to discxiss the situation, it is officially 
stated at the department of justice that 
there are five firms in Uiiicago ajjaiust 
which proceedings will be brought, these 
being Armour & Co., Swift & Co..

WINDS CAUSE SICKNESS. 


Dlieane laden Air Responsible for Pneu-

MILWAUKEE, April 25.—This is the 


season of pneumonia and bronchial af- 
fections. The recent dry dusty winds, 
according to Dr. F. M. Schultz of the 
health department, are responsible for 
an unusually large number of cases of 
bronchitis, pneumonia and diseases of the 
respiratory passages. 


The wind has been laden with irritat- 


ing dust and disease germs which have 
set up inflammations in the throat 4and 
lu:ngs and serious cases of pneumonia 
and bronchitis have developed. 


"The only explanation I can offer," 


said the health commissioner, "is that 
the winds have been dvy and laden with 
dust and germs, which have caused the 
irritations I have described to set in. 
There is no help for it, I suppose, for 
the dust and disease germs will gain ac- 
cess to the throat and lungs no matter 
how carefully you breathe and try, 
keep them out. ' It may be that the wo- 
men have the advantages at a time iike 
this, for they may wear veils and thus 
protect themselves in a measure."

fore'they are to be used. 


Table linen should be ironed when 


quite damp, and ironed with a very hot 
and very heavy iron. 


To remove grease stains, rub with 


benzine, lay between two pieces of blot- 
ting paper, and iron with a moderately 
hot iron.

See that there are no dried or rotted 


vegetables left in the cellar, for sunh

Paraffin wax in starch is frequently 


employed to give a brilliant finish to the 
starched article, and also to prevent the 
iron from sticking. Add a piece the size 
of a walnut, to the boiling starch. 


Plated goods will soon become tar- 


nished when not in constant use. Clean 
them with a piece of flannel dipped in 
vinegar, and ;then in plate: powder, rub 
well and afterward polish with a leather 
when all marks will be removed. 


When washing a boarded floor add 


couple, of tableapoonruls of paraffin oi 
to some soapy water as hot as your 
hands will bear it. This will clean bet- 
ter than soap and water alone, will de- 
stroy insects and drive away moths. 


Books need to be sprayed every now 


and then to keep them clean. Half fill 
anatomizer with a 10 per cent solution 
of formaldehyde, stand the books iip- 
right on end wide open with the leaves 
separated as wide as possible and spray 
thoroughly. Be careful and not spray 
the bindings. 


To remove grease from wallpaper mix

Dont* put butter in your refrigerator 


with the wrappings on. 


Don't use butter, for frying purposes. 


It decomposes and is unwholesome. 


To preserve the fresh color of vegeta- 


bles boil fast in plenty of water, with 
cover of kettle oil. 


Rub articles stained 
with eggs or 


from baking custards, etc., with salt. 
The brown stains at once come off. 


One of the best home-made ice creams 


is prepared by browning the sugar that 
is to be used in the custard or the plain 
cream, and freezing; when it is stiff, stir 
in a large cupful of stewed figs cut into 
small pieces. 


See that all pieces of bread are care- 


fully saved and at least once.a week are 
carefully 
mr.de into breadcrumbs or 


otherwise used. The most delicions pud- 
clings and hot cakes may be made from 
thrae pieces that are just as apt as not 
to be thrown out if the careful house- 
keeper does not look after such things. 


Orange and lemon peel, especially the 


latter, are valuable for flavorings. Peel 
the fruit thinly, dry the parings slowly 
in the oven, and store in a tin for future 
uae. It will be found useful for cakes, 
puddings and other dishes and will save 
more expensive flavorings. 


Sultana Cake.—Six ounces of butter, 


six ounces of sugar, four eggs, one-half 
pound flour, three-quarters of a pound 
of sultanas. Beat the batter to a cream 
add the sugar and beat for ten minutes 
longer, add two eggs and beat for a few 
minutes, then add the other two, mix in 
the flour and sultanas, stir gently. Pour 
into cake tins, lined with buttered pa- 
per, and bake in a moderate oven for 
one and a half hours. 


Cream Tartlets.—Make paste with the 


white of one and yolks of three eggs, 
one ounce of butter, a pinch of salt, and 
flour sufficient to make into a paste; 
work it lightly; roll out to the thick- 
ness of a quarter of an inch, line some 
.patty .pans with it, fill with uncooked 
rice and bake in a moderate oven until 
done; remove the rice and fill with jam 
or preserves, and at the top place a 
spoonful of whipped cream. 


Potato Chowder.—Pare and cut into 


dice 6 good-sized potatoes; chop fine 1 
onion; put % of a pound of fat ham or 
salt pork through the chopper. 
Cook 


the meat and onion slowly until the lat- 
ter begins to color. Turn in the pota- 
toes, 1 tablespoon of chopped parsley, 
half a teaspoon of salt and y4 of a tea- 
spoon of white pepper; mix, then add a 
pint and a half 
of boiling water and 


stew gently until the potatoes arc al- 
most done. In the meantime make a 
sauce of a tablespoor^each of butter and 
flour and 1 pint of milk. Pour this into 
the first ,saucepan, add a little more salt 
if necessary, and simmer for five min- 
utes longer. 


Apple Foam—Apple foam makes a de- 


licious dessert. Stew two quarts of 
pared, and quartered 
apples, strain 


through a colander, beat till light, add 
one-half cup of sugar and the juice'of 
cne. lemon. Beat the whites of three 
eggs till stiff, add to the apples and 
serve with custard made with the yolks 
of the eggs. For the custard take 1% 
pints of rnilk, the yolks of three eggs, a 
shake of salt, six tablespoonfuls 
of su- 


gar, one teaspponful of vanilla and one 
tablespoonful of cornstarch. Cook until 
it thickens enough to pour. This cus- 
lard is to be poured around the apple 
after it is on individual dishes.

taken bold of the garbage question and 
will do all in their power to influence 
the city council to adopt a system that 
will be a credit to the Belle City and at 
the same time remove the danger of dis- 
ease from the conditions that now exist. 


It is well known to the average resi- 


dent that there is no system in practice 
at present. Garbage is dumped in back 
alleys, iri ditches, back-yards and a great 
deal in the streets, while the Jake shore 
is used as a regular dumping ground for 
decayed vegetables and other stuff that 
when left to rot in the siin, cannot help 
but cause diptheria and fevers of differ- 
ent kinds. 


Recently the Roman's club decided to 


take this matter in hand and commenced 
the circulation of the following petition: 


Racine, Wis., April 7, 1902. 


To .His Honor,..the Mayor, and Common 


Council of the City of Racine: 
Gentlemen:—We, the undersigned, res- 


idents and taxpayers of the city of Ra- 
fxcine, most respectfully urge that your 
honorable body establish and maintain 
a system for the collection of garbage in 
this city and that a suitable ordinance 
for that purpose be passed at-an early 
date.' ''. 


These petitions have been and are,be- 


ing circulated by various members, of 
the club/ in u- systematic manner. Hup- 
dreds of'i)a,mes, embracing every profes- 
sion and avocation of life, have bee,n 
signed aritl the ladies report that few, re- 
fusals have been met with. 


Attention of the board of health was 


called to the efforts of the ladies in this 
good and, valuable work. 


Last night a meeting ,of the board -was' 


held at the police office with- Drs. S. C. 
Buchan, F. J; Pope, W. S. Haven and 
Health Officer Pfister present, for the 
purpose of taking up .the matter and 
other things!. 


There was a general discussion and it 


was thft unanimous opinion of the board 
and also Dr. Fitzgibbons, who was there, 
that there should be a; system for the 
collection of the garbage which is at 
present dumped in any old place, endan- 
gering the health of the population and 
giving the city 'an unhealthy and unsani- 
tary appearance. 


The board passed the following resolu- 


tion: . ,

Whereas, A petition lias been brought 


to the notice of the board of health, be- 
ing circulated by the Woman's club of 
Racine. 


Whereas, That in view of the danger 


to the people of Racine >from the imper 
feet garbage collection, be it 
.-.;-.1; 


Resolved, That we endorse the action 


of the Woman's club in petitioning, the 
city cou'acU for a thorough system in 
collectiiig and disposing of the garbage 
and respectfully urge that- the council 
take this matter up and provide some 
means for the collection and disposal of 
the garbage at its earliest convenience. 


It developed during the course of the 


meeting that there was not tho slightest 
semblance .to ft system for removing 
garbage and that it was disposed of in 
any way it is possible for a housewife to 
get rid of it. Often large heaps are 
seen iin the back yards, in ditches and 
other places, while large heaps arc seen 
in the back yards, in ditches and other 
places, while the lake bank is a favorite 
locality to dump it. 


It was shown that the disposal of the 


waste of the single household, and in 
a larger way, o£ apartment houses, ho- 
tels and hospitals) business

How to Prevent Fungus 'Growth on Tubers 


by Treating the Seed. 


otato scab is due to the'grow'th of a 


fungus upon the skin of the young pota- 
toes. Like all of its 'kind; this "fungus is 
propagated by spores. '.The' spores may 
exist in the soil; .or -they may be planted 
with the seed potatoes. Potatoes are 
generally more-- or - less infested ' with 
spores of tihe scAb, even if they are not 
visibly affected t;with the disease, and 
scabby potatoes Sire sure to be, infested 
with them. 


Farmers are agreed that the use of 


fresh stable manure favors scab. The 
manure does not produce the scab, but 
it favors the growth of it, -in "tile'. same 
way, perhaps,'tfiat it favors the growth 
of weeds or *of potatoes. The tops of 
potatoes badly infested with scab are 
sure to be infested with spores and 
should bo 
burned.

The formula for 'the treatment is as 


follows: 
. 


Before cutting the seed potatoes, soak 


them for an houv andu half in a solu- 
tion made by adding one pound of for- 
maldehyde to thirty gallons of water. 


Formaldehyde ia a liquid that may be 


purchased at drug stores. It costs about 
50 cents per pound. It is not injurious 
to clothing or the hands, hence potatoes 
soaked in it may be freely handled. 
They should not however, be used for 
food or fed to stock. 


If the seed potatoes are very dirty, it 


is best to wash them before treating 'to 
the formaldehyde solution. The same so- 
.lution may be used over, and over again, 
,,but as it becomes dirty the; time', of 
soaking should -be somewhat prolonged, 
If- it becomes very dirty, it should be 
;.thrown away. Badly scabbed • potatoes 
should be soaked one-half longer than 
:the time named in.the formufe.-. 


A limited quantity' of seed ^potatoes 


maybe treated in an ordinary; .barrel, 
placing the thirty gallons of the solu- 
. tion in this. A bushel or mpre of pota- 
toes may be put into a gunny sack and 
^dropped into the solution. '-Farmers 
who plant large acreage of potatoes may 
do well to construct a wood vat holding 
100 gallons or more. A number of bush- 
els of seed potatoes may be shoveled 
into this at one time, and scooped out 
with a slatted potato ^scpop. I
